Subject. —Grant of automatic licences for import of raw materials and components 
by actual users—-Extension of last date for submission of applications for 
the licensing period 1975-76. 

No, 67-lTC(PN)/75_Attention is invited to the import policy us contained in the 

Import Trade Control Policy Red Boot (Vol, I) for the period 1975-76, in terms of 
which DGTD units, non-DGTD and non-SSI units (existing) engaged in ‘select’ industries 
and DGTD units, SSI units and non-DGTD and non-SSI units (existing) engaged in 
‘non-select 1 industries, are required to submit applications for grant of licences for import 
of raw materials and components under the automatic licensing scheme to the licensing 
authorities concerned on or before 31st August, 1975. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided to extend the last date for 
submission of applications under the automatic licensing scheme, to the licensing 
authorities direct by the aforesaid categories of actual users upto 31st October , 1975.

—Attention is invited to Para 89 of the Red Book (Vol. I) for the year 
1975-76, according to which all Release Orders are requ : red to be registered with the caralishig 
agency c tncerne 1 within a period of sixty days from the date of issue of the release orders, in 
accordance with the conditions prescribed by the concerned canalising agency. On a revitw 
of the position, it has been decided to extend the period for registration cf Release Ordtrs wiih 
the canalising agencies from sixty days to ninety days.

1975-76 and the Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1975-76 may be deemed to have beer amerdtd 
accordingly. 

3. R-lease Or 'ers issued upto 31-3-1975, will however continue to be allowed to be regis¬ 
tered wi h the canalisi'-g agencies upto J1-7-T975 as already provided in Public Noiice No. 56,75 
dated 26-6-1975-
